Pursuant to Public Law 89 — 497, approved July 8, 1966 
(80 Stat. 271; 1 U.S.C. 113)— 

". . .the Treaties and Other International Acts Series issued 
under the authority of the Secretary of State shall be competent 
evidence ... of the treaties, international agreements other than 
treaties, and proclamations by the President of such treaties and 
international agreements other than treaties, as the case may be, 
therein contained, in all the courts of law and equity and of maritime 
jurisdiction, and in all the tribunals and public offices of the 
United States, and of the several States, without any further proof 
or authentication thereof."

The Embassy has the further honor to 
propose that this policy be formalized in an agreement between the United States of 
America and the Hellenic Republic in which the Hellenic Republic agrees to allow 
United States citizens who enter the Hellenic Republic 

without visas to remain in the Hellenic Republic for 90 days, regardless of time spent 
elsewhere, for so long as the Hellenic Republic remains a participant in the United 
States Visa Waiver Pilot Program and citizens of 

the Hellenic Republic travelling to the Unites States are accorded reciprocal 
privileges. 

The United States will consider this agreement by the Hellenic 
Republic in deciding whether to admit the Hellenic Republic to the Visa 
Waiver Pilot Program. In the event that circumstances arise affecting 
either party's legal capacity to implement this agreement, the parties shall 
consult to resolve the issue consistent with the purposes of this agreement. 

If the Government of the Hellenic Republic agrees with the above, 
the Embassy has the honor to propose that this note and your Ministry's 
note in reply, constitute an agreement between our two Governments 
which will enter into force on the date of your reply.
